Evidence offered by Dr. Barnes at 
the meeting brought out the fact that 
alter receiving his notice of reinstate- 
‘ment, and also that his wpplication 
for playing with the Stars for the 
balance of the season had been refus- 
ed, Mr. Hughes went over to the Uni- 
Versity Club and interviewed two 
members of the Athletics’ Commit- 
tee of Corporation, namely, Dr, H, T. 
Burnes and Dr, Harvey, with a view 
to getting permission to play a game 
with the Stars that evening. That 
was @ breach of custom, as the Ath- 
letic Association is the only medium 
through which such an application 
should be made and was throwing to 
the winds his promise of only a few 
hours previous that “I beg to be re- 
instated and promise to obey to the 
letter the rules in the future, 


In spite of the fact that Hughes had 
been told by the President of the As- 
sociation that his application had been 
refused, it was stuted by Dr. Barnes 
that he represented to Dr, Barnes and 
Dr, Harvey that while he had been ré- 
fused permission to play with the 
Stars by the Association, the Asso- 
ciation was quite willing that he play 
provided he got permission from the 
Corporation Committee. 

Dr. Barnes pointed out that the ac- 
tion of the Committee in allowing 
Hughes to play Thursday night was 
through misrepresentations made to 
him, and he was willing to shoulder 
any blame for his action, His action 
was taken not through any intention 
to step over the Athletic Association.

And yet he says, **whoso would be a man must be a non-conformist. 

The purpose of a University is to so train and develop the mind 
of the young man that he may take his place in society—a citizen 
capable of thinking and acting independently. To this end are di- 
rected the efforts of learned and experienced men who in their re- 
spective spheres of knowledge are masters, To the discourses de- 
livered by these men the student is privileged to listen and to ab- 
sorb, in a degree proportionate to his capability, the learning and 
personality characteristic of the respective professors, Such at 
least constitutes one ‘important process involved in the University 
training. And yet of what material benefit are the brief hourly 
associations of the class room? ‘Truly they are of most appreci- 
able value when merely considered as a component part of the sys- 
tem of education, but in themselves of what avail are they? 

But lectures are by no means depended upon to fulfill the pur- 
pose of the University. The need for a supplemental training re- 
sults in the introduction of those tools of great men—books. With 
books to supplement the seed sown in the lecture room the student 
flourishes, progressing in knowledge and‘ finally graduates — a 
scholar. But is this all? Has the purpose of a college edueation 
been attained? In above attempting to point out the aim of a 
University we did not attribute to it the mere production of a 


scholar, but rather of a citizen capable of independent thinking, 
After all, of what real importance 1s_ 


and possessed of initiative, 
mere book learning unless it is permeated and dominated by a self- 
reliant mind,”’

MASTER OF BALLIOL ON EDUCATION, 


The speech recently delivered in London by the Master of Bal- 
liol College, Oxford, on the much diseussed question of education

all the more interesting inasmuch as it had been come to by many 
different authorities, quite independently of each other.

Capt. George C, McDonald, M.C, In 
this unit Lieut, Cliff took the rank 
of sergeant, and with this rank went 
overseas, In England he was accept- 
ed for a commission in the Royal 
Fusiliers, in which several other Mc- 
Gill men were serving. After under- 
going further training, Lieut, Cliff 
went to France eight months ago, He 
has been gassed twice, but not seri- 
ously, Latterly he has been serving 
on the Somme, 

Lieut. Cliff is the son of John Cliff, 
35 Prince Albert Avenue, Westmount, 
and attended the Montreal High 
School before coming to McGill, He 
was pursuing a double course in Arts 
and Medicine when he enlisted, Lieut, 
Cliff is 21 years of age. 

In a recent letter Lieut. Cliff says: 

“Have got my two pips (his lieuten- 
ant's stars) up now, and feel as 
though I were in the seventh heaven. 
It is something to know that you 
have earned promotion. This chick 
was nearly under the sod a few nights 
ago. Our company had to go up on 
working fatigue, and we had just 
started when they began to pop over 
gus shells. We did not notice it at 
first, for we had to leave off and go 
to work nearer our front line, Then 
we got a whiff of it, and on our gas 


helmets went. It was terrible, for 
you can scarcely see with them on. 
We fell all over ourselves in shell 


holes, with knee deep mud in them; 
we could scarcely drag one foot out 
after the other. I had several re- 
markable escapes... These gas shells 
would plunk right at our feet, how we 
were not hit by them I don't know. 
Then we got the men into some sort 
of shelter, and I got into a dug-out. 
There, while I was standing in it, a 
large shell hit the entrance, and I 
could not move on account of gas, Go- 
ing back it was even worse, and I cot 
another dose of gas and we could 
scarcely get along, the mud was so 
bad, 

“At last we got away from that 
place, and were thankful for it. I 
went to a Red Cross hut, and got an 


antidote. I shall never forget it. I 
never felt so near dying in all my 
life,”

SIX MONTHS AFTER STAKING. 


At the expiration of six months from the date of the staking, the pros: 
pector, to retain his rights, must take out a mining license,

The mining license may cover 40 to 200 acres in unsurveyed territory. 
The price of this license is Fifty Cents an acre per year, and a fee of $10.00 
on issue. It is valid for one year, and is renewable on the same terms, on 
producing an affidavit that during the year work has been performed to tho 
extent of at least twenty-five days’ labor on each forty acres.
